The repaifts are done 
by a fong.ot women, who are em- ‘ 
ployed for the purpoge, By this 
instalation some 1,500°men arc 
catered’ to in every way. . 

“What their rehabilitation rA- 
ally means to the s alone 
can be appreciated from :the - -re- 
alization of their previous state. 
It. must be remembered that they 
not’ only had not, bathed for 
weeks, t they had not been 
able to take off their clothes, that 
consequently, in many cases, the 
‘officers, aS well as the men, are 
verminous.
